“Smith is being hired by an 
anti-Roosevelt syndicate,” said 
Kiefer, “and has never been paid 
by the O.A.R.P. I Rave talked 
to him by the hour and I know 
he has definite Fascist ambitions.” 

Townsend Betrays 

Kiefer said when he remon- 
strated with Dr. Townsend 
against Smith’s vicious attacks 
on Roosevelt and against the 
doctor’s personal endorsement of 
Lemke for President, Townsend 
replied: 

“If it is a question of me de- 
viating from my chosen objec- 
tive to defeat Roosevelt at any 
cost, or the survival of the 
Townsend plan, then the Town- 
send plan will have to fall by 
the wayside or go on without 
me.” 

Kiefer himself indicated he 
was confused when he lumped 
Stalin, Hitler and Mussolini to- 
gether as dictators. Even Hearst 
and the Liberty League admit 
that Stalin, as General Secretary | ® 
of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union, is as far removed 
from Fascism as it is possible 
to be.

Ford was an early victim of 
child labor, which still ruins the ~“* 
lives and health of tens of thou- 
sands of children. When he was 
about 13, he was forced to: quit 
schoo] and get a job as a water- -» 
boy on a railroad gang in Ens- ~* 
ley, Alabama, where he grew 
up. ees 
His pareygts wanted him to go: 
to school, but young James had 
to do his bit to keep the family 
going. ‘Despite his youth, he 
was so husky that he soon se= 
cured a job as a member of the 
same railroad gang to which he 
had previously beer waterboy. 

Jim-Crow School 

Ford’s schooling was in a jim- 
crow grammar school, where the 
Negro teachers are poorly paid 
and which ran only a few-weeks, 
He soon learned to like reading 
books more than _ attending 
school, and read everything he 
could get his hands on. 

The next job Ford had was in 
a boiler room at a blast fur- 
nace where his father was em- 
ployed, and; he worked as a 
steam-fitter’s helper. Finally he 
rose to mechanic’s helper, black- 
smith helper and finally the op- 
erator of a steam hammer in the 
forge shop of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company. 


But he could not get any 
higher because of discrimination, 
and this fact burned deep into 
young Jim’s heart and mind. 
Like his fellow Negro workers, 
he got the dirtiest and hardest 
jobs, with the least pay. He 
learned that he was “inf2rior” 
to his white fellow workers. 

The Communist Party fights 
for equal work and equal pay 
for all Negro workers, and has © 
included this in its 1936 plat- 
form. 

‘Sacrifices for School 

Young Jim’s mother was de- 
termined he should finish his 
schooling, and she and his fath- 
er made sacrifices to enable him 
to enter’ high school. And young 
Jim finished ‘thigh school in three | 
years, even while using his spare 
time to work at the steel plant. 

His parents then scraped to- 
gether what they could and pre- 
pared him for the ‘‘best college 
in the South.” 

Sa, in 1913, Jim, then 20, en- 
tered Fisk. University in Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, known.as the 
institution for the “best Negro 
families of the South.’ Even to- 
day Fisk is known as an “exclu- 
stve” Negro college, controlled 
and financed by wealthy capit-. 
alists whose policy is to segre- 
gate Negro students into jim- 
and thus begin 
early to divide potential workers 
and professionals from their fel- 
iow white students.

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The Communist Position 
on F ranklin D. Roosevelt 


N view of the lying campaign 
by the Hearst press which has 
declared, in lengthy editorial at-

We must frankly face and an- 
swer the question as to, why, if 
she Landon-Knox ticket is the 
shief enemy, we do not come 
jut in support of Roosevelt as 
the practical alternative this 
year. When Major Berry of La 
por’s Non-Partisan League was 
asked by the newspaper report- 
ers if he was inviting the Com- 
munists to go along in their sup 
dort of Roosevelt, he answered:

“Well, we have consulted both 
our conscience and. our under- 
standing; both join in counseling 
rejection of any reliance upon 
Roosevelt to defeat the reaction- 
aries. Let us be very clear on 
this question, Our answer is not 
dictated by dogmatic rejection 
in principle of the idea of sup 
porting a bourgeois candidate-un- 
der any and all conditions. 

Lenin long ago taught us that

Therefore, even from the nar- 
row viewpoint of using Roose- 
velt against Landon, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to build the 
independent organization of la- 
bor and progressive forces for 
independent action—the Farmert+ 
Labor Party; to support Roose- 
velt is to invite him to make 
even further: retreats. 

Third, in. order to have an 
alliance with the liberal bour- 
geoisie against the reactionaries, 
to preserve democratic rights, 
it is necessary for the workers 
and their more permanent allies 
(farmers and impoverished city 
middle classes) to have their 
own independent party, which at 
the same time prepares and con- 
ducts the struggle toward social- 
ism.

Thomas’ Outlook 


That is why we do not sup- 
port Roosevelt, although we di- 
rect the main fire against Lan- 
don, We have nothing in eom- 
mon with the approach to this 
question of the Socialists, of 
Norman Thomas. 

Our friend Thomas sees the 
world through peculiar specta- 
cles; .he cannot see the fascist 
direction of the Republican 
Party, but rather accepts at its 
face value the crudely-staged 
“liberalization” of its Cleveland 
Convention. He thus renders un- 
willing but nonetheless effective 
aid to Hearst’s demagogy. 

At the same time he proclaims 

the main issue of this election 
is socialism, and says of Roose- 
velt that he is probably the best 
thing possible’ under capitalism, 
that “if you want reforms, bet- 
ter stick to Roosevelt.” From 
these premises he concludes it 
is a matter of indifference to 
the workers as to what kind of 
regime results from the election. 
We. must describe such confu- 
sion as nothing but opportunist 
sectarianism.

Fascists Speed-Up 
War Preparations 


ROME. — Duplicating Hitler’s 
tremendous increase in arma- 
ments in preparation for a war 
of aggression, Fascist Italy has 
reached a new high in war pre- 
parations with larger appropria- 
tions in effect. 

The program of Mussolini in- 
cludes creation of a permanent 
colonial army in Ethiopia, ex- 
traordinary appropriations for 
the army, navy and air force, 
150,000 Fascist militiamen to be 
sent to Ethiopia for .a_ public 
works program designed for ex- 
ploitation of the country. 

Amount of the appropriation 
for the army, navy and air 
force was not revealed. 

The government announcement 
stated: “These exceptional ap- 
propriations permit us to bring 
our military preparations up to 
the level required by the inter- 
national situation and to per- 
fect it within a certain period of 
time.”

Says Caballero; Maritime 
orkers Aid Spain Go 


Prenies Asks United 
Workers’ Action 
Abroad 


’ MADRID.— Emphasizing the 
great value of resolutions, dem- 
onstrations and material aid from 
the workers in all countries, 
Francisco Largo Caballero, head 
of the new Popular Front gov- 
ernment of Spain, stressed in 
an interview ‘with the corres- 
pondent of the. London Daily 
Worker that ‘united action by 
all workers and other anti-Fas- 
cists is essential.” 

Caballero pointed to the nec- 
essity of utmost vigilance to pre- 
vent capitalist intervention .on 
the side of the Fascists, and re- 
emphasized the plea for unity 
which he had made at the Lon- 
don meeting of the International 
Federation of Trade Unions. 

Unity In Action 

“T have always felt certain 
that unity would be built against 
Fascism,” said Caballerog “To- 
day the workers of Spain are 
fighting shoulder to shoulder, un- 
divided by any Party lines. This 
unity in action will lead to even 
closer unity as the practical re- 
sult of our day-to-day struggle. 

“Spain is a nation in arms 
destruction, repression 
and reaction. ‘The decisive stand 
by the workers from the very 
outset has been the determining 
factor of the Spanish struggle. 

“You yourself (to the reporter) 
have been with me at the front 
and we have been together in 
the rear. You have seen for 
yourself the spirit of the work- 
ers, how our militiamen fight. 
You have stood with me in the 
fields of Castille and seen peas- 
ants—men, women and children 
—burning with the spirit of 
struggle.” 

Fight For Democracy 

Saying the results of the 
workers’ action would prevent 
defeat of democracy through- 
out Europe, Caballero added: 
“Fascism means not only op- 
pression; it means war.” 

Pointing out that almost the 
entire army, the force of or- 
ganized wealth, the grandees, the 
big landlords, high officials, etc., 
had been ranged on the side 
of Fascism, he said: ‘Yet, with 
shotguns and old pistols, the 
workers turned out unitedly and 
repelled the Fascist attack. 

Fascism Not Unbeatable 

“What we have done in Spain 
to prove that Fascism, with all 
its resources and wealth behind 
it, is not unbeatable. Fascism 
can be met and defeated. 

“This is the achievement which 
will serve as a magnificent in- 
spiration to workers everywhere, 
particularly those suffering un; 
der Fascist oppression in Europe 
today. 

“The united action of all work- 
ers and other anti-Fascists is 
essential against the menace of 
Fascism and war. This is a 
struggle of the workers of “the 
whole world.” 


FASCISTS IN MEXICO 

MEXICO CITY—Trying to ape 
the Spanish Fascists, Jose Qsu- 
na, “Gold Shirts” leader of Sina- 
loa State, and 500 armed follow- 
ers “have been ‘attacking small 
villages where they. have been 
persecuting laborers and peas- 
ants,” stated the Confederation 
of Mexican Workers headquar- 
ters here last Thursday. 


“The Administrative Commis- 
sion takes cognizance that the 
possibilities: of achieving a com- 
plete non-intervention have been 
comprised by the attitude of the 
countries which are in part tied 
up with the Spanish rebels 
against the regular government 
of Spain; that the diplomatic 
reservations and the effective ac- 
tion of Germany and Portugal 
have imperiled the very prin- 
ciple of neutrality. — 

“In these conditions, the Ad- 
ministrative Commission, con- 
tinuing its activities in favor of 
the Spanish Republic, deems it 
its duty to request the French 
agreement: with the English and 
the other democratic govern- 
ments, the policy of neutrality.” 

For its part, the Left Delega- 
tion “unanimously” proclaimed 
its attachment to the program 
and the government of the Peo- 
ple’s Front; Maurice Thorez, in 
the name of the Communist 
Party, affirmed there the right 
of his party to have own 
opinion on such a problem as 
the Spanish question, which is 
not included in the joint pro- 
gram, and artinounced in the 
Chenber that the Communist 
group in Parliament would con- 
tinue to: vote in support of the 
Blum Cabinet.

These facts and the case of the 
International Longshoremen’s 
Associaiton are presented in this 
article. In the face of the erit- 
ical situation now existing on 
our waterfront, we ask you to 
read and consider it.

| down with. the maritime unions 


on September~- 30, when = all 
agreements expire. Said agree- 
ments, or rather awards, were 
handed down by the National 
Longshoremen’s Board, which 
was appointed by the President 
of the United States after the 
bitter strike of 1934. 

The possibility of ‘another 
strike similar to 1934 has been 
given much publicity in the kept 
press, as well as over the radio. 
Should the shipowners persist ‘in 
their attitude, as demonstrated 
when the negotiations for a new 
agreement with the International 
Longshoremen’s Association took 
place recently, then the situation 
will be indeed grave and a tie- 
up of the maritime industry on 
the Pacific Coast, if not the en- 
tire nation, may be unavoidable. 

Needless to say, the longshore- 
men on the coast will resist to 
the utmost the Fascist program 
of the shipowners, which is to 
re-establish the deplorable con- 
ditions that existed prior to the 
great maritime strike of 1934, 
and all maritime workers will 
rally, using their united econo- 
mic powers to defend the gains 
of 1934 and to demand from the 
shipowners ‘improvements and 
amendments of the present 
awards, which do: not provide 
for wages and living conditions

SAN PEDRO—With about 2000 
San Pedro longshoremen voting, 
Roy Donnelly, outstanding prog- 
ressive leader, was elected presi- 
dent of San Pedro Local 38-82. 


He defeated Clarence R. Hunt, 
reactionary, who had succeeded 
Elmer Bruce when the latter re- 
signed. 

Alf Neilson also ran against 
Donnelly. 

Bruce has been out’ since the 
ccastwise I.L.A. convention. He 
was a vicious reactionary in his 
policies and methods. San Ped- 
ro longshoremen will get a much 
better type of leadership from 
Donnelly. 


The San Pedro longshoremen 
also voted thumbs dewn on ar- 
bitration of employers’ demand 
for the new agreement.

As a result of the 1934 strike, 
and through the efforts of the 
National Longshoremen’s Board 
and the award which was hand- 
ed down by this Board, some of 
the grievances and deplorable 
|; conditions under which , the 
longshoremen worked were’ rec- 
tified. However, the awards that 
were granted to the seafaring 
‘unions did not result in estab-’ 
lishing living wages, nor were 
the working conditions of the 
seamen improved to any visible 
degree. In - fact, seamen still 
work fgr as low as $60 per 
month, and are-not paid for 
overtime hours. Their living 
quarters are uninhabitable, with 
sometimes eight and ten men 
sleeping in one room. The food 
is poor. Many of the men are 
married, and are attempting to 
keep their families on these low 
wages. 

No radical demands are being 
made upon the shipowners by 
any of the maritime crafts, mere- 
ly readjustments or amendments 
to the present awards in order to 
remove the cause of the just 
complaints of the workers. 

Let any San Francisco citizen 
walk along the waterfront to- 
day. Let him visit thé hiring 
hall and watch the men being 
dispatched to jobs: Let him talk 
with some of the longshoremen 
themselves. Such an investiga- 
tion will tell the tale of what 
has happened on the waterfront. 
No longer will he encounter 
those crowds of shabby men 
hanging about the piers with 
desperation written on_ their . 
faces. Today these men report 
to the central hiring hall and are 
dispatched in a:prompt and busi- 
nesslike manner to the place 
where they are needed. They do 
not have to hang around the 
waterfront saloons waiting for a 
chance to “treat” the hiring boss- 
es. They do not have to fawn 
or lick anyone’s. boots to get a 
job. Neither do they have to 
worry lest the next fellow is go- 
ing to do so and get ahead of 
them. In short, they can af- 
ford the luxury of being men. 

Today there are no unemploy- 
ed longshoremen. All are work- 
ing and the work is evenly dis- 
tributed. There are no. “pre- 
ferred gangs” working to, ee 
point of exhaustion! And 


are no longshoremen on elie, rnd 


Through- the collective action of 
the men themselves the burden 
of their support has been re; 
moved. from the backs of. the. 
taxpayers and is placed squarely 
where it belongs—upon : ‘the Ship- ; 
ping industry. 

The men do not want charity 
from either the ‘taxpayers or the 
shipowners. They want. a de- 
-cent return from that industry 
whose profits they help to swell, 
and they intend to get it.
